Month, even with thoſe words 
his generation anſwered the Lord of glory; Oh my ſoul 
how deth it travel and exceedingly pitye and bewaile your 
eſtates! yea with teares unfaigned, tor verily you erre, not 
knowing the Scriptures, nor the power of God; and jet me 
tel you neither my ſelfe did, whileſt I was walking with you» 
untill 1 turned to the light of the Werld, who entightneth 
every man that commeth into the Verla, that all men through him, 
might believe, & ſo come to witneſs Jeſus Chriſt e in 
them who ſaves his people from their ſins, & cleanſeth from 
all unrighteouſneſs. | | 

Verily, even the Myſtery which hath been hid from ages 

and generations, is now made manifeſt to the Saints, chil- 
dren of the light, and of the day, to whom God vvould make 
knovyn vyhat is the riches of the glory of this Myſtery a- 
mong the Gentiles, as the Apoſtle told the Saints, and ho- 
ly Brethren ( in Chriſt) at Colloſus, Cbriſt in you , the hope of

Saints the hope of glory, warning every man, and teaching 
every man, in all Wiſdom, I, but wherefore was and is every 
man to be warned and taught in all Wiſdom, that we may 
preſent every man perfect in Chriſt Jeſus, ſo that he preach- 
ed Wiſdom amongſt them that were perfect together with 
the reſt of the able Miniſters of the ſpirit, Wiſdom among 
them that were perfect? he that hath an eare to heare, and 
can receive it let him; and their care was then, even as it is 
the Miniſters of the eternal word of life now, that their hear- 
ers faith ſhould not tand in the Wiſdom of mens words, but 
in the power of God, 1 Cor. 2. Chriſt Jeſus, the Son of the 
iiveing God, (who is the light and life of men) by whom 
the World was made, he preached to his Diſciples, even 
the perfection of the Father, who ſaid to Abraham, I am the 
Almighty God , walk before me, and be then perfect, and the 
Scripture teſtifieth of many of the Servants of the Lord, who 
walked before him with a perfect heart, and ſuch did not 
plead or preach up imperfection in this life, and that heart is 
not perfect which is polluted and defiled with ſinful deceit, 
which is to be denyed , that ſo the heart might be purified 
and cleanſed by the word of truth, which makes clean the 
heart, and perfects for ever them that are ſanctifſied; and 
the true Miniſtery of Chrift was, and is, for the perfecting of 
the Saints, for the edifying of the Body of Chriſt, that ſo they 
may ſtand perſect & compleat in all the will of God; & there 
were ſome which were come (yea and are come) unto mount

And to preach perfection, without pleading for imper- 
fection by looking back to Pauli ſins, Peters ſins, and David 
and Noah, and Solomon fins, and the reſt of their fins who 
were out of the truth when they ſinned, for he who is out 
of the truth, is of the Devil, who abode not in the truth; 
whether they be preaching , or praying, or plowing, all is a- 
bomination to the Lord God whilelt they are out ofthe * 
truth which the Devil abode not in; and this is an eternal 
truth to you.

and people of this age, even as in former ages, ſince the night 
of apoſtacy, are found ſuch ſtrangers, and ſo cannot in- | 8 
dure ſound Doctrine, whoſe faith is unclean , & ſo imperfect, b 
and reprobate concerning the faith once deliver to the 
Saints, whoſe faith, union, and fellowſhip, ſtood in the word 
of faith, even the word of ſeparation which ſeparates the light 
from the darkneſſe; and who did, and doth witneſſe t his, did 
not (neither doth) plead to live i ſin, or to remaine in the 
defilements of the world, and ſay or preach up they could 
not be freed from them, as the profeſſors of this age do, who 
are found contending againſt, and hateing the light, (becauſe 
their deeds are evil) who knows not that which makes a ſe- 
paration betwixt the pretious and the vile (within) and yet 
are profefling the words withour, and fo the blind leads the 
blind{I know what I ſpeake; )but is it poſſible ſuch can eſcape 
the pitt (if they repent not ſpedily)any more then the blind 
guides, Scribes and Phariſeet, which Chriſt cryed wo Sy 
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6 48 ſo-ofren,even to them who cruciſied him, and rather ehuſed 
the thief and a robber; 


and all that ever came before me are 
thieves and robbers » faith Chriſt , and the world loves his 
oben, and will heare ſuch , and fight for ſuch; but the ſheep 
did not (neither do} hear them. 1 8 

Now O all you ſimple honeſt hearted ones, who are more 
defirous to receive the truth (in the love of it) then to con- 
tend againſt it; ng you may ignorantly belteve as Pay 
did, yea & my ſelfe did zcalouſly perſecute this way, (Which 
you call error, hereſie, blaſphemy, deluſion, )but ob the un- 
ſearchable riches ofGods eternal love,that I was not ſhut up 
in unbeliefe to all eternitylRejoyce ye Heavens, & ye that 
dwell therein, 5eprophets & holy Apoſtles .& all ye Saints of 
the moſt high; ſhout for joy oh all ye upright in heart, ye 
children of the eternal light, and of the day, Clory, Glory, 
to the Lord God Omnipotent, Halelu ab to our King, who 
is Lord of Lords, and King of Kings. 

Woe to the inhabitants of the earth and of che ſea, for the 
Devil is come down unto you, having great Wrath becauſe

come away, ſeek not theliving among the dead any longer; 
Verily he is not there, but is riſen with healing in his Wings, 
glory to him for ever. ; 

L lay, Haſte and come away from under the Hireling- 
Prieſts and Deceivers, who have long ſteod praying in their 
Synagogues, and ſold their Sermons and prayers ; Babylon, 
Merchants which you uphold; and this know aſſuredly, That 
of the eternal Spirit am I moved to warn you, whether you 
will hear or forbeax, I know the pure holy God of life harh 
a controverſie, and Judgements and Plagues is prepared for 
them, and they ſhall ceaſe deceiving the Nations, and thoſe 
who uphold them ſhall partake of their plagues & torments,
